If  not  ready  to  plant  on  arrival,  unpack  without 
exposing  the  roots  to  cold  or  air,  dig  a  trench  and 
heel-in  carefully  covering  the  roots  with  earth  and 
give  a  watering.  Trees  thus  treated  can  remain  in 
the  trenches  until  ready  for  planting  in  the  orchard. 

Order  Now 

Do  not  wait  until  you  are  ready  to  plant. 
Frequently  orders  sent  late  in  the  season  cannot  be 
filled  full.  Send  us  your  order  now.  It  will  be  care¬ 
fully  filed  until  you  want  it  shipped. 

Acknowledgement  of  Order 

The  day  your  order  is  received  we  send  you 
receipt  for  the  money  you  send. 

The  day  the  stock  is  shipped  we  notify  you. 

FREE  PACKING 

We  box  and  pack  all  shipments  without  charge, 
in  contrast  to  the  extra  and  uncertain  charges  made 
by  most  firms  for  this  work.

Always  bear  in  mind  that  South  of  the  Mason 
and  Dixon  Line  all  kinds  of  trees  and  plants  that 
we  sell  can  safely  be  transplanted  at  any  time  in 
the  fall,  winter  or  spring.  The  colder  and  damper 
the  ground  the  better,'  providing  of  course,  that  it 
is  not  frozen  or  miry.  During  the  colder  months 
trees  and  plants  or  dormant — asleep — and  never 
know  they  are  transplanted.  Therefore  do  all  your 
planting  in  the  winter,  or  as  early  in  the  spring  as 
possible-

Every 
year  these  oranges  are  becoming  more  popular.  They 
1  car  young,  a  paying  crop  the  fourth  year,  most  wonder- 
juI  flavor  and  is  ready  for  the  market  much  earlier  than 
any  other  orange.  They  are  .easy  to  peel — without  get- 
ling  the  juice  all  over  you.  Juicy  fruit  distinctly  and  de¬ 
liciously  different  from  any  other  orange. 

The  Satsuma  produces  an  income  ranging  from  $150 
to  $1,500  per  acre,  depending  upon  the  care  of  the  orch¬ 
ard  and  age  of  trees.  The  better  the  care  the  bigger  the 
yield. 

Being  grown  in  citrus  trifoliata;  a  tree  that  sheds  its 
leaves  in  the  fall,  it  stands  the  cold  well,  in  fact,  does  bet¬ 
ter  where  occasional  freezes  occur. 

The  worst  enemy  the  Satsuma  has  is  neglect.  Don’t 
plant  more  than  you  can  give  the  best  of  care.  Care  for 
your  orchard  and  it  will  care  for  you.  Prepare  this 
season  to  plant  what  Satsumas  you  can  properly  care  for.

Plums  are  being  more  extensively  planted  each  year 
being  budded  on  Marianna  plum  roots,  a  native  variety 
adapted  to  the  soil  and  climate  conditions  of  the  gulf 
coast  section.  The  Japanese  varieties  crossed  with  native 
varieties  are  heavy  annual  bearers.  These  cross-bud 
varieties  have  made  worthy  the  attention  of  the  com¬ 
mercial  growers  as  well  as  for  home  orchard  growing. 
Of  these  cross-bud  varieties  we  recommend  Excelsior, 
Nona,  Satsuma  and  Terrell. 

EXCELSIOR 

This  tree  is  a  rapid,  vigorous  growing  and  is  often  so 
leaded  with  fruit  that  the  branches  must  be  propped  to 
prevent  breaking.  Fruit  is  medium  large,  nearly  round. 
When  full  ripe  the  fruit  is  almost  purplish  red.  the 
earliest  plum  t'o  ripen  in  Texas. 

NONA 

Large,  dark  red,  meat  yellow,  seed  separating  easily. 
A  well  known  plum  especially  adapted  to  the  gulf  coast 
country. 


SATSUMA 

Large,  smokey  red,  broadly  conical,  flesh  purplish  red 
firm,  quality  excellent,  good  for  commercial  growing. 

TERREL 

A  strong  healthy  grower,  very  similar  in  habit  to  Ex¬ 
celsior;  fruit  large,  IV2  to  2  inches  in  diameter,  nearly 
round,  beautiful  reddish  yellow;  quality  excellent.

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Picking  Satsuma  On 


THIS  CROP  OF  SATSUMAS  will  average 
two  bushels  per  tree  or  two  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  bushels  per  acre.  The  trees  are  plant¬ 
ed  18  feet  apart  each  way,  and  are  different  I 
ages  from  eight  to  twenty  years  old.  We  have 
been  adding  to  the  orchard  each  year  until 
we  have  now  about  twenty  acres.  They  live 
through  the  severe  freezes  better  on  light  sandy 
loam  than  on  the  heavier  land.

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  trees 
should  bear  a  full  crop  each  year,  because  they 
are  often  overloaded  and  the  trees  will  not  have 
many  fruits  the  following  season. 

The  Satsuma  is  the  hardiest  orange 
i  known ;  being  budded  on  Citrus  Trifoliata  root, 
j  it  is  being  grown  commercially  farther  north 
than  any  other  orange. 

Our  trees  are  propigated  from  selected 
l  bearing  trees  from  our  oldest  bearing  trees  that 
have  the  smoothest  and  uniform  fruits.

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JAPANESE  PERSIMMONS 


TANE  NASHI  PERSIMMON 


The  Japan  persimmon  has  been  slowly  but  steadily  gain¬ 
ing  in  favor.  They  are  a  thrifty  grower,  bear  young,  and 
are  very  ornamental.  They  thrive  on  almost  any  soil, 
giving  good  results  on  land  too  poor  for  most  crops.  Some 
of  them  should  be  planted  by  every  family. 

The  dropping  of  partly  developed  persimmon  fruit  is 
because  the  pastillate  flowers  of  the  Japanese  persimmon 
contain  no  pollen  and  the  dropping  of  the  fruit  is  due  to 
lack  of  pollination.  After  this  was  found  out,  a  variety 
which  produces  pollen-bearing  flowers  in  great  abundance 
was  found.  In  1915  Glen  Saint  Mary  Nursery  introduced 
a  staminate  variety  under  the  name  Gailey.  A  few  of  this 
variety,  at  least  one  in  ten,  should  be  planted  in  every 
orchard. 


GAILEY 

Small,  dull  red,  flesh  dark  about  the  seed,  meaty  and 
firm.  This  variety  is  noteworthy  for  its  production  of 
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ctaminate  flowers  for  the  pollination  of  the  pistillate  flow¬ 
ers  of  other  varieties. 


TANE  NASHI 

This  is  an  outstanding  variety,  large  oblong,  seedless, 
and,  orange  red  with  yellow  flesh.  It  is  the  best  known 
and  most  popular  variety  grown. 

TRIUMPH 

Medium,  tomato-shaped,  red  skin,  has  a  few  seeds,  very 
productive.
